'A Pioneering Educational Effort 

What Are We Doing for 
Our Exceptional Youth? 

By Harvey L. Patron 

(Sixth of a Series) 

This the sixth in a series of articles on what Lake County is 
doing for its exceptional children. The Special Education District 
differs from similar programs in other areas of the country in that 
it is a voluntary, cooperative venture between school districts where- 
by each contributes a pro-rata amount to underwrite the program 
and then shares the cost per student based on number of students 
participating. Cost per year per student approximates $270 os com- 
pared to an approximate $240 for normal students. 

Approximately one in every 100 
children is a slow learner, a child 
that is or should be classified as 
Educatable Mentally Handicapped 
under provisions guiding the oper- 
ation of the Special Education Dis- 
trict of Lake County. 

The student population of the 31 
elementary and four high school 
districts in the program here is 
20,760 students. Thus, there are 
approximately 200 children in the 
area who should be enrolled in EMH 
training. 

A similar percentage exists in 
other classifications of handicapped 
youngsters now undergoing train- 
ing under this program. They in- 
clude the physically handicapped, 
hard of hearing, partially seeing, 
speech correction and trainable 
mentally handicapped.

The Antioch Township Library 
will celebrate 40 years of service 
to the community with an Open 
House April 19 at the Library 
Building.

The steady growth of the library' 
is due to the work of many. In 
earlier days Antioch ladles donated 
their time to the founding and per- 
petuating the library service until 



it became tax supported. 



Among the present board mem- 
bers, Mrs. E, F. Vos has served for 
29 years; Mrs. W. C. Petty for 19 
years; Richard Whitacre is in his 
13th year; Mrs. Louis Biel has been 
a member for 10 years; and O. R. 
Kresse for 8 years. 

Kresse became a board member 
when Dr. R. D. Williams died in 
1953. Dr. Williams had served 
continuously on the board from its 
beginning until his death. 

Among the librarians, three peo- .

Financial assistance has also been 
generously given to the library. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. C. K. Anderson 
left cash bequests and their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. William Schroeder, gave 
the building and grounds which 
house the library. The bequest of 
Mr. Ray Webb forms the nucleus of 
a building fund which is being add- 
ed to by memorial contributions. 
Many valuable books have been 
added to the shelves of the library 
as memorial gifts. Time ami money

Taxpayers have a golden oppor- 
tunity to save money as the result 
of a Bill Introduced by your State 
Senator. But the .chances for gen- 
eral taxpayer support are probably 
quite remote. ' 

The tax saving bill would per- 
mit almost complete utilization of 
school 'buildings and other school 
faclfltfsC as well as a fuller use of 
the (timeXand talents of our inade- 
quate supply of school teachers. 

Instead of a nine-month school 
term, which made sense in the old 
bubollc days when children spent 
their summer months working. In a 
nation of farms, the new, bill would 
permit schools to operate on a 12- 
month basis of staggered school 
terms. 

. With school enrollments being re- 
duced by one-third throughout the 
school year on the staggered: term 
program, we would get by with 
one-third ' fewer classrooms. Stated 
conversely, we could . accommodate 
one-third more students in the 
same size facilities, as one out of 
four classes would be on vacation at 
all times. This practice would re- 
place the present ^.three-month va- 
cation when, in most cases, the 
entire school facility is closed down 
and the buildings and grounds stand 
idle. During such a complete close- 
down, most teachers find other em- 
ployment not usually related to 
their profession and generally at a 
scale considerably lower than they 
were receiving. 

The annual tax saving to the peo- 
ple of Illinois from such a radical 
program would amount to millions 



of dollars, and would produce other 
benefits that cannot be measured in 
money. However, principal objec- 
tions will come from the taxpayers 
themselves, especially f rom the par- 
ents of children whose school terms 
commence or proceed through the; 
summer months. They will prob- 
ably deplore the loss of the summer 
vacation, especially the family vaca- 
tion together, which will be jeopar- 
dized if one or more children ate 
attending classes. In addition, some 
teachers who enjoy the long three- 
month summer vacation for trips to 
Europe or graduate school study 
will complain about any full year 
school program. However, teachers 
Would not necessarily be deprived 
of a three-month leave of absence, 
with quarterly systems in effect in 
a great many colleges and universi- 
ties today, such teachers could pur- 
sue post-graduate work, -or travel 
economically to foreign lands dur- 
ing other than the summer months 
when, indeed, prices would be much 
more' reasonable. 

The legislation proposed is not of 
a mandatory character, but of the 
kind described as "permissive." 
Only those school districts of the 
state which desire to adopt such a 
forward looking and tax economy 
program would have to. adopt the 
twelve-month staggered term ar- 
rangement. 

It is this writer's prediction that 
families and children themselves 
would soon adjust to the new pro- 
gram, with ensuing benefits to 
teachers and children alike, and 
funds in the pockets of the over- 
worked taxpayer.

Many Illinois residents will have, 
a different Congressman after the 
1962 elections— not because of the 
defeat of men in office, but because 
the state must be redUtricted. 

Illinois wilt have one less member 
in the 1963 Congress than our state 
has today, because the Illinois popu- 
lation has not grown as rapidly its 
other states. '-- 

Most people have no idea of the 
tremendous population shift which 
takes place within our country, and 
within our state. Within Illinois, 
for example, 51 of our 102 counties 
lost population between 1990 and 
I960. 

What Is even more interesting, a 
study by Prof. John Kinneman of 
Illinois State Normal University 
shows that 26 Illinois counties have 
a smaller population today than 
they did in 1870— five years! after 
the close of the Civil War. 

Pope County has only 38 per 
cent of the population it had in 
1870; Schuyler County has SO per 
cent; Brown and Scott Counties 
have 61 per cent; and 22 other 
Illinois counties can be added to 
this list. 

What makes this important is that 
there is a real struggle going on as 
to which way the state will change 
congressional districts, and the 
shifting population means some 
major changes must be made. 

If this session of the legislature 
should not agree on districts, all 24 
Illinois Congressmen would have to 
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run st large In the state. Nel 
party wants that, and it is not lllr*- 
\y to happen. ' 

Because of population changes, 
the Chicago suburban area profcafctjr 
will receive one more congressmaii. 
The City of Chicago will lost one, 
and the rest of the downstata ana 
will lose one. ■ . • 

Rumor has it that within Chi- 
cago this problem has been aofcftd 
by one Congressman agreeing to be- 
come a Federal judge If his district 
is eliminated. '■■' ^ ^1 ^ 
% Do wnstate there is no such agree - 
ment and there are some real prob- 
lems. 

A committee of state legislators 
from the Senate and House will 
work on a solution and present It 
to the legislature in a few weeks. 
Then there will: be amendments pro- 
posed and some bitter fighting be- 
fore the redistricting is passed,, 

A hassle like this— Involving pea- 
pie who are close friends of leefg- 
lators — tends 'to become more heat- 
ed than debates over issues. 

There will be no attempt to keep 
all districts within a 380,000 to 
500,000 population range. If it Will 
work out that way is difficult to 
know. 

Whether all Illinois residents wUl 
have a nearly equal voice In Con- 
gress will rest on this redisricting 
decision, of the legislature. 

It will be one of the more im- 
portant and fascinating fights of 
this session.

Karl Berning, of West Decrfieldv was re-elected to the board with little 
trouble and is considered a shoo-in to be reelected chairman of the county 
board. 

The only board member seeking re-election to lose his seat was Robert 
G. Brown, Ela supervisor, who lost out in a bitter battle with Clarence Voras, 
of Deer Park. 

Brown was appointed to the board to succeed Phyllis Froelich following 
her resignation, an appointment which produced some legal wrangling be- 
cause he was a member of the town board which made the appointment. 

More recently Brown came under fire for alleged abuses as a justice of 
the peace and is under grand jury indictment for his conduct of the judicial 
office. 

The Ela township produced some real fireworks including personal at- 
tacks that went far beyong the realm of wholesome politics.

Green thumb enthusiasts and arm 
chair landscapes are urged to 
move with caution if they are con- 
templating professional help this 
spring, according to the president 
of the Chicago Metropolitan Land- 
scape rs Association. 

In a warning to the general pub- 
lic, Walter L. Vogl, of Lake Zurich, 
estimated that thousands of dollars 
are swindled each year from house 
holders in northern Illinois by un- 
scrupulous and unprofessional land- 
scapes. , I 

Vogl said his organization, which* 
is dedicated to ethical business prac- 
tices in landscaping, is deluged 
every spring with complaints from 
duped householders.. 

He urged home owners this year 
to beware of the door-to-door ped- 
dler of underdeveloped mall order 
evergreens; or the "humus huck- 
ster" whose bushel of peat soil has 
cost many an unsuspecting house- 
wife her husband's salary for the 
week. 

"Deal only with established, re- 
liable nurseries and landscapes," 
Vogl asked. 

Size is not the criterion. A small- 
scale landscaper may do quality 
work. Check his references and 
look at work he has completed. 
That is the best criterion and wiU 
set your mind at ease." 

Noting the difficulty Jn tying the 
smooth talker to his glib promises, 
Vogl recommended that home own* 
ers ask for written contracts with 
full details. 

Seeding or sodding, plant food, 
size of shrubbery, maintenance, etc. 
— all should be thoroughly worked 
out In a written contract, he said, 
no matter how small the job, or 
how, honest the man seems to be. 

"Consider landscaping a long- 
term investment to be pro-rated 
over a period of years" he said. 
"Don't buy temporary solutions 
that will coet you extra in the. long 
run. Reputable landscapers will 
not recommend cutting corners." 

Besides the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan Landscaper's Association, other 
organizations attempting to promote 
high standards in landscaping in the 
Chicago area are: Better Gardening 
Association, Illinois State Nursery- 
man's Association, Ornamental 
Growers of Northern Illinois, and 
the American Association of nur- 
serymen and Chicago Horticultural 
Society.

If Your Tax Return 
Is Faulty You'll 

Have Lots of Company 

Harold R. All, Chicago District 
Director, Internal Revenue Service, 
announced today that 125,000 im- 
perfect returns are likely to be re- 
ceived during the filing period 
which ends April 17. This figure 
is based on the experience of the 
Chicago Office in prior years.. 

All explained that a return may 
be imperfect for a variety of rea- 
sons, such as failure to attach form 
W-2, forgetting to sign the return, 
not giving the required information 
and illegible name and address.' 
He estimated that more than 2000 
returns will be delayed in process- 
ing because the taxpayers' names 
and addresses cannot be read. 
Many of these people are entitled 
to refunds, he added. 

Although the District makes every 
effort to decipher the poorly writ- 
ten names of taxpayers, and process 
their returns for refunds, some are 
so badly scrawled that the identity 
of the person cannot be established, 
All said. 

Delays and misunderstandings 
can be avoided if taxpayers print 
or type their names and addresses, 
All said.

Latest class added to the program 
la for the Educable Mentally Handi- 
capped, opened last month in Wood-: 
land Junior High School. Ar 
where one is now in operation, a 
minimum of five more are immedi- 
ately necessary, according to L. D. 
VUiHemot, director of the district 

"We are prevented in expanding 
:tUa most necessary pro gr a m 
through lack of sufficient qualified 
Instructors,*' he said, "Despite this 
sweeping advancement in the field 
of special education of exceptional 
children, greatest obstacle is a 
shortage of instructors." 

The Educable Mentally Handi- 
capped child should be considered 
in two dimensions. Hia age is re! 
atively unimportant. He is weighed 
according to his speed of learning 
and his capacity for 'academic 
achievement. The BMH child has 
.a speed of learning from one-half 
to three-quarters- of his normal; 
peer, and his academic achievement 
is good if it is half that of a normal 
child. 

* The dozen members- of the EM H 
class at Woodland Junior High are 
normal physically. However, in 
normal classrooms, they fall behind. 
As the class progresses the EMH 
child falls even further behind. 
The child may be 12 years old or 
over but his mental level is prob- 
ably that of a 6-7 year old. 

' Before inauguration of this spe- 
cial EMH class, mentally handi- 
capped youngsters attended regu- 
lar classes. They failed. They 
were held back. And with this fail- 
ing came a stigma, a frustration. 
If allowed to continue, the frustra- 
tion at being unable to keep up will 
evolve into an emotional disturb- 
ance, adding another handicap to 
the already burdened child. 

In the EMH class at Woodland, 
Instructor David Hale spreads his 
efforts over two facets of instruc- 
tion — (1) academic achievement 
and (2) teaching the EMH child to 
see himself as he is and to act ac- 
cordingly. 

Basic yearning of the advanced 
EMH child is to be accepted by his 
peers for what he is, says Hale. 

Putting it bluntly, Hale says, "In 
our 'production' of children, as in 
the production of anything, we 
'grind' out a large number that are 
average. At each end are the ex- 
tremes — the advanced and the slow. 
Both are exceptional and must be 
accepted and treated as such." 

"Perhaps," says Hale, "the lay- 
man can better understand in rela- 
tion to treatment sometimes accord- 
ed to minorities. We may not have

legal segregation. But we can seg- 
regate anyone in our midst merely 
by our actions just as effectively as 
by placing a barrier around them." 

Just as it is with race or color, 
the EMH child literally pleads, "I'm 
slow. Accept me as being slow. 
Accept me and I will perform up to 
my capabilities as I cannot help be- 
ing what I am." 

Under Hale's guidance, EMH stu- 
dents are being trained just as nor- 
mal students are at the first and 
second-grade levels. Their pace is 
slower, guided always by' two ob- 
jectives: (1) to make them useful 
citizens and (2) to prepare them 
toward a happier. life. ' 

By state law, EMH classes must 
number between 10 and IS students. 
The school day runs from 8:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m., during which students 
are instructed by Hale according to 
their needs. At present there is 
a spread from first to fourth grade 
in this one class. Where possible 
these youngsters are integrated into 
other junior high classes that, will 
fit their needs. 

Basically, they are an alert group, 
seemingly normal except when 
compared to youngsters their own 
age. Some may progress into high 
school, but the majority will 
achieve a learning equivalent to 
that of second to fifth graders. 

Guiding the youngsters is David 
Hale, brought in from Michigan by 



director Vulllemot 

A specialist in his field, Hale, 40, 
is a graduate of Eastern Michigan 

University, where, as a' student he 
worked with retarded and emo- 
tionally disturbed youngsters. 

He was originally a tool and die 
maker until World War II, when he 
served with the Air Force in Europe, 
He continued this work until duty 
in the Korean conflict, where he 
again served with the Air Force, 
this time in Japan. 

On separation from the service, he 
entered Eastern Michigan where he 
received his formal education In 
the field of socially and emotionally 
disturbed children under the spe- 
cial education curriculum.
